Farm Manpower 


The government’s call upon American farmers to 
bring in during 1951 the largest quantities of food and 
fiber ever produced in the United States in any one 
year has raised the question of whether enough farm 
workers will be at hand at the end of the growing 
season to harvest the expanded crops. As sons are 
taken into the armed services and hired hands are 
a**racted in increasing numbers to higher paying 
Jobs in industry, farm operators hesitate to take on 
the costs of putting additional land under cultivation 
without assurance of adequate labor supplies. 
A survey of farmers’ planting plans made public 
in mid-March by the Department of Agriculture In­ 
dicated that this year’s farm production may fall con­ 
siderably short of the national goals announced by the 
government six weeks earlier. The uncertainty of 
farmers over future labor supply has been assigned 
as the chief reason behind planned reductions in 
acreage. 
Government officials have been reluctant to ad­ 
vance any specific estimates as to just how many 
farm workers will be needed this year because they 
cay farm labor requirements as of any given time are 
affected by too many imponderables. But the National 
Grange estimates th at one million additional workers 
will have to be recruited to attain full production on 
the farms. The figure is based on estimates of the 
number of agricultural workers going into the mili­ 
tary services and the number leaving for city employ­ 
ment, plus the additional workers needed this year 
to harvest some 20 million more acres. 
The present emergency period shows basic differ­ 
ences in farm production and employment, and in 
the national economy as a whole, from the conditions 
which existed in the defense period just before World 
War II. The country’s labor force is now almost fully 
employed while in 1941 there were 5Vai million unem­ 
ployed. And the farm working force at this time can 
spare fewer men for defense industry and the armed 
forces because, in the first place, it is smaller, and, 
in the second, it is more difficult for farmers to re­ 
place men experienced in handling modem farm 
equipment. 
Since the farmer can’t meet the high wages of 
industry, his main attack has been aimed against the 
working of the Selective Service system. Farm people 
assert that taking a large number of farm boys into 
the service now will put brakes on farm production 
over a long period. In the immediate situation, they 
ask that special consideration be given to retaining 
on the farm a corp s of highly experienced workers 
including equipment repairmen and other specialized 
personnel. 
Most promising means of overcoming farm labor 
shortages are believed to be the recruitment of persons 
not now in t lie labor force and more efficient use of 
the migratory labor force for work on the farm at 
peak seasons. Fuller use of the services of people not 
normally engaged in agriculture including students, 
older persons, odd-job men and even housewives is 
recommended by farm manpower experts as the first 
resort. The United States Employment Service will 
undertake to see that migrant workers are kept at 
work continuously after they reach a community, and, 
when the peak of demand has passed In one com­ 
munity, that the migrants are routed to other areas 
with the least jxxvdble delay in order to hold loss of 
working time to a minimum. 
In addition, provision for government importation 
of large numbers of foreign field workers to supple­ 
ment domestic farm manpower is being urged upon 
Congress by areas with large-scale farming operations. 
Legislation to extend and supplement the United 
States-Mexiean farm labor agreement of 1949 is now 
under consideration by committees of both houses. 
Striking evidence of the gains in agricultural pro­ 
duction that would be possible if the presently avail­ 
able farm labor force was used with greater efficiency 
has been presented in a report to the Joint Committee 
on the Economic Report by Sen. Sparkman’s subcom­ 
mittee on low-income families. The report cites figures 
to show that the equivalent of 2.5 million workers 
could be added to present farm manpower if the work 
capacity of all underemployed rural people were fully 
utilized. 


Permanent ECA? 


Although economic recovery in Western Europe 
has been “substantially achieved,’’ President Truman 
will recommend to Congress that the ECA be m ain­ 
tained on a continuing basis “to help carry out the 
programs essential to the security of the free world.” 
Tills proposal illustrates anew and in startling out­ 
line the Washington habit of never scrapping an 
agency that once has become a part of the govern­ 
ment. 
It may be conceded that the ECA has done a good 
Job The fact that it has finished its work a year ahead 
of its time table is testimony to that effect. It may 
even be admitted that it contains within its ranks men 
of outstanding ability who can perform a public ser­ 
vice of high importance. 
But the suggestion that the whole organization be 
kept alive reflects the kind of thinking which has 
fastened a tremendous bureaucracy upon the nation 
and caused a constant rise in the cost of running the 
government. 
Before accepting Mr. Trum an’s recommendation 
that the ECA be continued—lock, stock and barrel— 
C ongress should demand that hr spell out, letter by 
letter, the new’ duties he has in mind. He should be 
asked to do better than to say merely that “new tasks 
have been forced upon us.” 


Toward European Unity 


The Schuman plan for pooling the steel and coal 
>f France, Germany and four other European nations, 
under international control, is now up to the signatory 
nations. If adopted, it should do much toward less­ 
ening the economic rivalries of Europe. 
Approval of the Schuman formula is now leading 
Lo the next step, the formation of a unified agricul­ 
tural market, with 16 countries as members, all the 
*ray from Ireland to Turkey. This is expected to In­ 
crease production and stabilize prices.* Bo far the 
Idea has got no further than invitations by France, 
to the other nations involved, U> join in working out 
a plan. 
Just a few years ago these steps toward the unifi­ 
cation of Europe would have seemed impossible, or at 
least unattainable for many years. The present activ­ 
ity testifies to a realistic appreciation of the necessity 
of scrapping the old national rivalries if Europe is 
to survive.

It is poor

will learn to behave; “you w ait and 
see w hat they will do if you won’t 
eat., m ake your bed. or pick up your 
clothes.” As a m atter of fact the 
routine of the cam p Is not set. up 
to correct bud habits or to handle 
a child as a train er does in teaching 
obedience to anim als. 
Difficulty m ay arise in evaluating 
r cam p and fitting it to the indi­ 
vidual child. A timid youngster may 
have a hard time in a place where 
the going is rough.

1 am not 
recom m ending farm ing as a small 
business, as it is fast becoming a 
‘big business” operation. It is very 
difficult for an inexperienced per­ 
son. without m uch capital, to com­ 
pete with big farm ers. As insurance, 
however. 
I 
believe 
such a sm all 
place in the country is the cheapest, 
safest and m ost sensible insurance 
a family can buy, after being in­ 
sured against fire. 


Being Smug Will Not Pay 


I am now getting letters from 
readers saying: “We already have 
a house to w hich we can flee in 
an emergency. Hence, we are okay 
w hatever happens.” T his week 
I 
wish to rem ind such readers th a t 
they have forgotten the “refugee 
problem.” It. is very possible th a t 
when you reach your “hide-aw ay” 
you will find it already occupied by 
others who have fled from a large 
city and 
by permission of the Reel 
Cross or som e state oificial 
have 
already taken possession. The rule 
may be th a t the first refugees who 
reach an unoccupied house or an 
occupied house with em pty rooms 
can take possession, whoever the 
owner may be. 
Hence, it is im portant that we 
(who think we are well provided 
w ith a safe refuge) should wake up 
and do som ething now, to prepare 
for an abrupt surprise! This ap ­ 
plies rtot only to those who are 
planning to flee to a sum m er place 
In the country, hut also to those 
who now live smugly in the quiet 
suburbs of some city which may be 
bombed. Such houses will be oc­ 
cupied by strangers If we leave 
them vacant—while we m ust share 
them with strangers If we rem ain 
in them . In ease of enemy bombing, 
refugees will be given any empty 
beds whenever needed. 
“W hat shall we home owners do?” 
you ask. Let me reply th a t our 
future safety depends upon getting 
interested now’ in helping the other 
fellow'. If a city within 75 miles Is 
bombed, only those who are truly 
unselfishly interested In helping the 


refugees will save their own homes, 
w hether in a city suburb or in a 
little farm or village. This m eans 
we should now become an active 
Red Cross or refugee worker. We 
should now study first-aid nursing 
and emergency diet. We should now 
definitely 
plan 
to 
take strange 
people into our homes either in 
entirety or in part, in case of need. 
If we have a barn or garage or 
em pty building, we should now fi.\ 
it up for refugees. Our personal 
safety will then depend not upon 
liow m uch money we have, but how 
m uch we are doing for other people 
who have lost everything. Only our 
generosity will save us. Smugness 
and th e feeling th a t we will get 
preferential treatm ent because of 
our houses, our money, our social 
standing or our political pull could 
land us In a concentration camp, 
l ease Being An “A nti” 
It is very im portant th a t wc a t 
once quit being an “a n ti” and now 
train ourselves and our children to, 
care and share with others. 
It 
seems as if everyone w ith whom I 
talk 
Is 
“nntl-som ething.” 
Some 
families 
are 
anti-.Jewish, 
others 
anti-Negroes, others an tl-C ath ^lcs 
and 
others 
antt-P rotestants, 
or 
anti-L abor or antl-C apltal! Then, I 
find one family Is anti-T rum an and 
the fam ily next door is anti-T aft, or 
anti-som ething else. Some nre for

believe, and others laugh a t me. To 
save our own necks we m ust forget 
this 
“an ti-stu ff” 
and 
remem ber

on our foreign policy- w hether to 
follow Hoover or Dewey, or Aeheson. 
I especially wish the United Nations

bureaucrat 
refusing

power and more money. 
Yet in the face of a great dem and 
th at som ething should be done to 
rescue the country from racketeers, 
dope peddlers, fixers, crooked poli­ 
ticians and m oney-hungry m iddle­ 
men, Hoover said this to the K efau­ 
ver Com mittee: 
“This nation has no need for a

force.

enforcem ent agency, whose au th o r­ 
ity w*ould extend to every nook and 
cranny of the nation. I disagree 
with this attitude. My experience 
has dem onstrated th a t the present 
s y s t e m 
of 
law 
enforcem ent, 
national, state and local, is the best 
system. The peace officer m ust be 
the servant of the people—protect­ 
ing their interests and responding 
to their will. The law enforcem ent 
agency m ust be an integral p art of 
th e 
community. 
Otherwise, 
the 
Am erican 
system 
of 
dem ocratic 
governm ent would be defiled.” 
In all the excitem ent engendered 
by the K efauver investigation, three 
facts stand out:

The fault is not in 
the system but in the way it works. 
The American people, if they desire

T MAY BE. as H jxakrr of the

But there i 
no 
really new or really firm evidence 
th a t this is so. And there are rea­ 
sons for believing th a t Rayburn 
was consciously employing a sort 
of shock treatm ent, in order to 
puncture the complacency, which, a . 
he said, is “lulling the American 
people to sleep.” 
This complacency, which you can 
alm ost smell on Capitol Hill, now 
worries responsible leaders like Ray­ 
burn as m uch as tin* fear of imme­ 
diate war. One trouble certainly ft 
th a t no national leader has yet 
really spelled out, in term s of money 
spent, arm s produced and men at 
work, the true nature of the long 
and terribly hard task which lies 
ahead, if Soviet imperialism is not 
to trium ph. 
, 
Yet there exists a detailed, well- 
thought-out program , with a single 
objective 
so to strengthen the free 
world th at the Soviets will not he 
tem pted to risk war, even when 
they have built a decisive stockpile 
of atomic bombs. It is w orth try­ 
ing to understand ju st w hat this 
program is. For, if there is no war, 
or if Congress does not invite war by 
hacking it to pieces, this long-range 
plan will set the whole pattern of 
life in this country for the next 
three or four years. The tim e table 
for recreating strength is ns follows; 
Increase Not Im m ediate 
By June, 30, 1951, the end of the 
present fiscal year. Congress will 
have appropriated $57,000,000,000 for 
rearm am ent, including foreign m ili­ 
tary aid. according to present plans. 
Yet this great sum of money will 
not and cannot result in a Immedi­ 
ate comparable increase in armed 
strength. Only about $12,000,000,000 
can be spent for arm s and for other 
goods w'hich the free world m ust 
iiave to survive, simply because It 


takes time to get American defense 
production, Mowed to n crawl in the 
Johnson era, into high gear. Even 
so, by this summer, 7,000,000 Ameri­ 
cans will either be in uniform or 
directly engaged in defense woik. 
Plans cull tor th e appropriation 
ot another $66,000,000,000 for 
Am­ 
erican and European defense by the 
end of f i: < ;»1 1952. By this time, de­ 
fense production will be hitting its 
stride, and alm ost $40,000,000,000 of 
this money will be translated into 
defense goods, from B-36s to chow* 
for the GIs. Almost 11.000.000 i>copIe 
will be engaged in national defense. 
B y June 30, 1953, some $60,000,- 
000,000 aidi <! will have been appro­ 
priated. well over $11,000,000 Ameri­ 
cans will be working to strengthen 
our defenses, and a full $50,000000,- 
000 wai goods will come out of the 
m achines. After this, according to 
the program , the ieveling-off peri­ 
od will begin. In fiscal 1954, appro­ 
priations of $40,000,000,000 will pro­ 
duce alm ost the same value in war 
goods, because of carryovers from 
previous years. By 1955, this country 
and its nllle.s will have reached a 
really formidable level of m ilitary 
strength. 
T hen it will no longer be a ques­ 
tion of a rapid build-up, blit rather 
of m aintaining the strength th a t 
has been built. Defense appropria­ 
tions of $35,000,000,000 a year, which 
this country’s economy can carry 
quite easily, and the production of 
about 
$20,000,000,000 
of 
defense 
goods yearly, should then be enough. 


Truman Does Not Empire 
Thus this plan for preventing war 
by removing from the Soviets the 
tem ptation to make war calls for 
the spending of a staggering $260 - 
000,000,000 by 1955 for rearm am ent 
purposes alone. Even this may no; 
be enough to achieve th e object. 
Yet surely it is sheer chuckleheaded 
nonsense to talk as though a tem ­ 
porary budget surplus of $2,000,000.- 
0(X> or $3,000,000,000 gives grounds 
for complacency. Surely It 1

Farm Manpower

The government’s call upon American farmers to 
bring in during 1951 the largest quantities of food and 
fiber ever produced in the United States in any one 
year has raised the question of whether enough farm 
workers will be at hand at the end of the growing 
season to harvest the expanded crops. As sons are 
taken into the armed services and hired hands are 
attracted in increasing numbers to higher paying 
Johs in industry, farm operators hesitate to take on 
the caste of putting additional land under cultivation 
without assurance of adequate labor supplies. 
A survey of farmers* planting plans made public 
in mid-March by the Department of Agriculture in­ 
dicated that this year’s farm production may fall con­ 
siderably short of the national goals announced by the 
government six weeks earlier. The uncertainty of 
farmers over future labor supply has been assigned 
as the chief reason behind planned reductions in 
acreage. 
Government officials have been reluctant to ad­ 
vance any specific estimates as to just how many 
farm workers will be needed this year because they 
say farm labor requirements as of any given time are 
affected by too many imponderables. But the National 
Grange estimates that one million additional workers 
will have to be recruited to attain full production on 
the farms. The figure is based on estimates of the 
number of agricultural workers going into the mili­ 
tary services and the number leaving for city employ­ 
ment. plus the additional workers needed this year 
to harvest some 20 million more acres. 
The present emergency period shows basic differ­ 
ences in farm production and employment, and in 
the national economy as a whole, from the conditions 
which existed in the defense period just before World 
War IL Tile country’s labor force Is now almost fully 
employed while in 1941 there were 5*/2 million unem­ 
ployed. And the farm working force at this time can 
spare fewer men for defense industry and the armed 
forces because, in the first place, it is smaller, and, 
in the second, It is more difficult for farmers to re­ 
place men experienced in handling modem farm 
equipment. 
Since the farmer can’t meet the high wages of 
Industry, his main attack has been aimed against the 
working of the Selective Service system. Farm people 
assert that taking a large number of farm boys into 
the service now will put brakes on farm production 
over a long period. In the immediate situation, they 
a>k that special consideration be given to retaining 
on the farm a corps of highly experienced workers 
Including equipment repairmen and other specialized 
personnel. 
Most promising means of overcoming farm labor 
shortages are believed to be the recruitment of persons 
not now in the labor force and more efficient use of 
the migratory labor force for work on the farm at 
peak seasons. Fuller use of the services of people not 
normally engaged in agriculture including .students, 
older persons, odd-job men and even housewives is 
recommended by farm manpower experts as the first 
resort. ’Hie United States Employment Service Will 
undertake to see that migrant workers are kept at 
work continuously after they reach a community, and, 
when the peak of demand has passed in one com­ 
munity, that the migrants are routed to other areas 
with the least possible delay in order to hold loss of 
working time to a minimum. 
In addition, provision for government importation 
of large numbers of foreign field workers to supple­ 
m e n t domestic farm manpower Ls being urged upon 
C ongress by areas with large-scale farming operations. 
Legislation to extend and supplement the United 
States-Mexiean farm labor agreement of 1949 is now 
under consideration by committees of both houses. 
Striking evidence of the gains in agricultural pro­ 
duction that would be possible if the presently avail­ 
able farm labor force was used with greater efficiency 
has been presented In a report to the Joint Committee 
on the Economic Report by Sen. Sparkman’s subcom­ 
mittee on low-lncome families. The report cites figures 
to show that the equivalent of 2.5 million workers 
could be added to present farm manpower if the work 
capacity of all underemployed rural people were fully 
utilized. 


Permanent ECA? 


Although economic recovery" in Western Europe 
has been “.substantially achieved,” President Truman 
will recommend to Congress that the ECA be main­ 
tained on a continuing basis “to help carry out the 
programs essential to the security of the free world.” 
T ills proposal illustrates anew and in startling out­ 
line the Washington habit of never scrapping an 
agency that once has become a part of the govern­ 
ment. 
It may be conceded that the ECA has done a good 
job The fact that it has finished its work a year ahead 
of its time table is testimony to that effect. It may 
even be admitted that it contains within its ranks men 
of outstanding ability who can perform a public ser­ 
vice of high importance. 
But the suggestion that the whole organization be 
kept alive reflects the kind of thinking which has 
fastened a tremendous bureaucracy upon the nation 
and caused a constant rise in the cost of running the 
government. 
Before accepting Mr. Truman’s recommendation 
that the ECA be continued—lock, stock and barrel— 
C ongress .should dem an d th a t he spell out, letter by 
letter, the new' d u ties he has in mind. He .should be 
fucked to do better than to .say merely that “new tasks 
have been forced upon us.” 


To ward European Unity 


The Schuman plan for pooling the steel and coal 
of France, Germany and four other European nations, 
under international control. Is now up to the signatory 
nations. If adopted, it .should do much toward less­ 
ening the economic rivalries of Europe. 
Approval of the Schuman formula Is now leading 
to the next step, the formation of a unified agricul­ 
tural market, with 16 countries as members, all the 
way from Ireland to Turkey. This Ls expected to in­ 
crease production and stabilize prices.* So far the 
Idea has got no further than invitaUons by France. 
to the other nations involved, to join in working out 
a plan. 
Just a few years ago these steps toward the unifi­ 
cation of Europe would have seemed impossible, or at 
least unattainable for many years. The present activ­ 
ity testifies to a realistic appreciation of the necessity 
of scrapping the old national rivalries if Europe Ls 
to survive.

About Camps

t TH IS TIM E of the year 
m any children begin to look 
forward to going to a summer 
camp. 
It 
will 
be 
a 
new 
adventure for some and for others 
a renewal of old acquaintances and 
haunts. 
Such vacations have be­ 
come an old American custom for 
boys and girls between the ages of 
3 and 16. 
The success of the venture de­ 
pends largely upon the ability of 
the child to adjust when away 
home. 
Those who are secure in 
their family life do best. But this 
does not m ean th a t the m ajority 
do not need some encouragement 
on separating from their parents. 
Furtherm ore, there is likely t<f be 
anxiety on both sides which is a 
rule escapes detection because it is 
well hidden. 


There is one thing for certain, 
however, 
and 
th a t 
is 
th a t 
the 
youngster never should be led to 
believe th a t he is being sent away 
for the convenience of the family. 
Moreover, the attitude of the p ar­ 
ents often governs the am ount of 
apprehension. 
W hen the question 
of sickness enters th e discussion, 
for example, th e m other sometimes 
makes m atters worse by taking a 
pessimistic attitude or saying. “Let’s 
not worry about that, too.” Every­ 
thing will be fine if she tells the 
lad th a t a physician will be called 
should he become ill. 
It is poor 
policy also to build up the camp 
as a place where the boy or girl 
will learn to behave; “you wait and 
see w hat they will do if you won t 
eat, make your bed. or pick up your 
clothes.” As a m atter of fact tile 
routine of I lie camp is not .set up 
to correct bad habits or to handle 
a child as a trainer does in teaching 
obedience to animals. 
Difficulty mAy arise in evaluating 
a camp and fitting it to Hie indi­ 
vidual child. A timid youngster may 
have a hard time in a place where 
the going is rough. The reverse abo 
is true. I t has been said th a t most 
camps fall into one of two cate­ 
gories. The first Is the competitive 
type th a t emphasizes teamwork and 
group rivalry; the guest is encour­ 
aged to develop a strong sense of 
loyalty to his cabin m ates, troop, 
and den. This Is the camp for the 
child who likes to overcome ail 
competition and rivalry. The sec­ 
ond Is noncompetitive; m ore em ­ 
phasis Is placed upon 
individual 
freedom and intuition. 'lid s varety 
r e s e m b l e s so-called progressive 
schools. 
• 
• 
• 
In Hie past only the healthy were 
perm itted to go to camp. Nowadays 
more and more organizations are 
providing 
such 
opportunities 
for 
children with h eart troubles and 
diabetes.* Sim ilar camps also are 
available for little ones who are 
physically 
handicapped 
or em o­ 
tionally disturbed. 
Some are day 
camps located in lunks or forest 
preserves near the city. They arc 
less expensive because they do not 
provide constant 24 hours u duy 
care. 
They do require counselors 
who are specially trained to handle 
the type of incapacity present. Here 
the youngster is taught new .skills 
and learns to live and play with 
other children to encourage adapt­ 
ability, reliance, and independence. 
Camps are available for the entire 
family. 
These are more suitable 
when the offspring are too young 
to be left alone or the family is 
unable to afford a vacation for 
themselves as well as camp for tile 
sons and daughters.

Self-Protection

WASHINGTON, D. C , April 8— 
For some time. I have been advising 
my readers who live in large cities 
to 
have—as 
insurance—a 
small 
house with enough land to feed 
one’s family and far enough away 
from the large city to be safe in 
case of World W ar III. I am not 
recommending farm ing as a small 
business, as it is fast becoming a 
'big business” operation. It Is very 
difficult tor an inexperienced per­ 
son, without much capital, to com­ 
pete with big farmers. As Insurance, 
however. 
I 
believe 
such a small 
place in the country is the cheapest, 
safest and most sensible insurance 
a family can buy, after being in­ 
sured against fire. 


Being Smug Will Not Pay 


I am now getting letters from 
readers saying: “We already have 
a house to which we can flee in 
an emergency. Hence, we are okay 
w hatever happens.” This week 
I 
wish to rem ind such readers th at 
they have forgotten the “refugee 
problem.” It is very possible th a t 
when you roach your “hide-away” 
you will find It already occupied by 
others who have fled from a large 
city and 
by permission of the Heil 
Cross or some state olflcial 
have 
already taken possession. The rule 
may be th a t the first refugees who 
reach an unoccupied house—or an 
occupied house with empty rooms 
can take possession, whoever the 
owner may be. 
Hence, it is im portant that we 
(who think we are well provided 
with a safe refuge) should wake up 
nnd do something now, to prepare 
for an abrupt surprise! This ap­ 
plies hot only to those who arc 
planning to flee to a summer place 
in the country, but also to those 
wtio now live smugly in the quiet 
suburbs of some city which may be 
bombed. Such houses will be oc­ 
cupied by strangers lf we leave 
them v acant—while we m ust share 
them with strangers if we remain 
in them. Til case of enemy bombing, 
refugees will be given any empty 
beds whenever needed. 
"W hat shall we home owners do?” 
you ask. Let me reply th at our 
future safety depends upon getting 
interested now in helping the other 
fellow'. If a city within 75 miles is 
bombed, only those who arc truly 
unselfishly interested iii helping tin 


refugees will save their own homes, 
w hether in a city suburb or in a 
little farm or village. This means 
we should now become an active 
Red Cross or refugee worker. We 
should now study first-aid nursing 
and emergency diet. We should now' 
definitely 
plan 
to 
take strange 
people into our homes either in 
entirety or in part, in case of need. 
If we have a barn or garage or 
empty building, w’e should now fix 
it up for refugees. Our personal 
safety will then depend not upon 
how much money we have, but how 
m uch we are doing for other people 
who have lost everything. Only our 
generosity will save us. Smugness 
and the feeling th at we will get 
preferential treatm ent because of 
our houses, our money, our social 
standing or our political pull could 
land us in a concentration camp. 
Cease Being An “Anti” 
It is very im portant th a t we at 
once quit being an “an ti” and now 
train ourselves and our children to. 
care and share with others. 
It 
seems as if everyone with whom I 
talk 
is 
"anti-som ething.” 
Some 
families 
are 
anti-Jew ish. 
others 
anti-Negroes, others aiiti-Cath4k*.s 
and 
others 
anti-Protestants, 
or 
antl-Labor or anti-C apltal! 'Hien, I 
find one family is anti-T rum an and 
the family next door is anti-T aft, or 
anti-som ething else. Some are for 
World 
Federation, 
in 
which 
I 
believe, and others laugh a t me. To 
save our own necks we must forget 
this 
“anti-stuff” 
and 
remember 
Jesus* profound statem ent: “If we 
are to save our lives we must be 
willing to lose our lives.” 
All of us are more or less "an ti” 
on our foreign policy whether to 
follow Hoover or Dewey, or Acheson 
I especially wish tile United Nations 
could 
quit 
its 
childish debating 
about “who cast tile first stone.” It 
should unite on some constructive 
policy providing all countries with 
thfcir just peace needs of oil, food 
and O l l i e # necessary raw materials. 
This Is the only way W ar III can be 
prevented. Our hope and safety lies 
not with more bombers, more ships 
and more^ ground troops, but In 
assuring 
the 
world 
of the Four 
Freedoms which we offered them 
nearly ten years ago.

EDGAR HOOVER has an op­ 
portunity 
to 
extend 
h i s 
authority, to build his empire 
hugely, to obtain increased 
funds from Congress for the FBI. 
Astonishingly, he rejects the pros­ 
pects. No one ever heard of a W ash­ 
ington 
bureaucrat 
refusing 
more 
power and more money. 
Yet in the face of a great demand 
th at something should be done to 
rescue the country from racketeers, 
dope peddlers, fixers, crooked poli­ 
ticians and money-hungry middle­ 
men. Hoover said this to the K efau- 
ver Committee: 
"This nation has no need for a 
national 
police 
force. Cries fre­ 
quently are heard th a t America, to 
meet 'the problems of the day,* 
must create a m aster, over-all law- 
enforcement agency, whose author­ 
ity would extend to every nook and 
cranny of the nation. I disagree 
with this attitude. My experience

T MAY BE!, as Bis aker of the 
Home Hum 
Rayburn 
broadly 
hinted lo his I lair-ruining state­ 
m ent in the House on Wednes­ 
day, th at Soviet intervention in K o ­ 
rea, the perlude to a third world 
war, is im minent. But there is no 
really new or really firm evidence 
th a t this is so. And there are rea­ 
sons for believing th at Rayburn 
was consciously employing a sort 
of shock treatm ent, In order to 
puncture the complacency, which, as 
he said, Is "lulling the American 
people to s l e e p ” 
This complacency, w hich you can 
alm ost smell on Capitol Hill, now 
worries responsible leaders like Ray­ 
burn as much as the fear of imme­ 
diate war. One trouble certainly ft 
th at no national leader has yet 
really spelled out. In terms of money 
spent, arms produced and men at 
work, the true nature of the long 
and terribly hard task which lies 
ahead, if Soviet imperialism is not 
to trium ph. 
, 
Yet there exists a detailed, well- 
thought-out program, with a single 
objective so to strengthen the free 
world that the Soviets will not la* 
tem pted to risk war, even when 
they have built a decisive stockpile 
of atomic bombs. It is worth try­ 
ing to understand Just what this 
program is. For, if there is no war, 
or if Congress does not invite war by 
hacking it to pieces, this long-range 
plan will set the whole pattern of 
life in this country for the next 
three or four years. The time table 
for recreating strength is as follows: 
Increase Not Immediate 
By June, 30, 1951, the end of the 
present fiscal year. Congress will 
have appropriated $57,000,000,000 for 
rearm am ent, including foreign mili­ 
tary ald, according to present plans. 
Yet this great sum of money will 
not and cannot result in a Immedi­ 
ate com parable Increase In armed 
strength. Only about $12,000,000,000 
can Ik* spent for arms and for other 
goods which the free world must 
have to survive, simply because it

By 1955, this country 
and its allies will have reached a 
really formidable level of m ilitary 
strength.

T he governm ent's call upon A m erican farm ers to 
bring in during 1951 th e largest quantities of food and 
fiber ever produced in the U nited S tates in any one 
y ear h as raised th e question of w hether enough farm 
w orkers will be a t h a n d a t the end of th e grow ing 
season to harv est th e expanded crops. As sons are 
tak en in to th e arm ed services and hired h an d s are 
attrac ted in increasing num bers to higher paying 
Jobs in industry, farm o p erators hesitate to take on 
th e costs of p u ttin g additional lan d under cultivation 
w ithout assurance of adequate labor supplies. 
A survey of farm ers’ p lan tin g plans m ade public 
In m id-M arch by th e D ep artm en t of A griculture in ­ 
dicated th a t th is y ear’s farm production m ay fall con­ 
st cerably sh o rt of the natio n al goals announced by th e 
governm ent six weeks earlier. 
T he u n certain ty of 
farm ers over fu tu re labor supply h a s been assigned 
a? th e chief reason behind planned reductions in 
acreage.

T THIS TIME of the year 
many children begin to look 
forward to going to a summer 
, camp.

adventure for some and for other* 
a renewal ol old acquaintances and 
haunts. Such vacations have be­ 
come an old American custom for 
boys and girls between the ages of 
3 and 16. 
The success of the venture de­ 
pends largely upon the ability of 
the child to adjust when away 
home. 
Those who are secure in 
their family life do best. But this 
does not mean that the majority 
do not need some encouragement 
on separating from their parents. 
Furthermore, there is likely to be 
anxiety on both sides which as a 
rule escapes detection because it is 
well hidden.

There is erne thing for certain, 
however, 
and 
that 
is that the 
youngster never .should be led to 
believe th at he is being sent away 
for the convenience of the family. 
Moreover, the attitude of the par­ 
ents often governs the amount of 
apprehension. When Hie question 
of sickness enters the discussion, 
for example, the mother sometimes 
makes m atters worse by taking a 
pessimistic attitude or saying, “L ets 
not worry about that, too.” Every­ 
thing will be fine if she tells the 
lad that a physician will be called 
should he become ill. 
It is poor 
policy also to build up the camp 
as a place where the boy or girl 
will learn to behave; “you wait and 
see what they will do if you won’t 
eat. make your bed. or pick up your 
clothes.** As a m atter of fact the 
routine of the camp is not set up 
to correct bad habits or to handle 
a child as a trainer does in teaching 
obedience to anim al . 
Difficulty may arise in evaluating 
a camp aud fitting it to the indi­ 
vidual child.

It has been said th at most 
camps fall into one of two cate­ 
gories. The first is the compeUUie 
type til a t emphasises teamwork and 
group rivalry; the guest is encour­ 
aged to develop a strong sense of 
loyalty to his cabin mates, troop, 
and den. Thin is the camp for the 
child who likes to overcome all 
competition and rivalry. The sec­ 
ond Is noncompetitive; more em­ 
phasis is placed upon individual 
freedom and Intuition. Thin vmety 
r e s e m b l e s so-< ailed piogira&ivc 
schools.

Iii Hie past only lite healthy were 
permitted to go to camp. Nowadays 
more and more organizations are 
providing such 
opportunities 
for 
children with heart troubles and 
diabetes.* Similar camps also are 
available for little ones who are

camps located in J wilts car forest 
preserves near the city. They are 
less expensive because they do mg 
provide constant 24 hours a day 
care.

Camps are available for the entire 
family.
